first year in the new building, added 
to those already on hand, the circuhi- 
tion was 3,750 during the eight months 
remaining of the library year. From 
this small beginning, the library no* 
reports 4,700 books owned by the li- 
brary and some loaned by patrons ioc 
the reference shelves. The circulation 
this year was 16,803.
